A BOL.D AltlEUICAN OlItL..^ 

•HE BURLESQUES LiSZT TOHIS FAOEAND 
BREAKS THE PlANO STOOL. 



Liszt was a strange compountl of 
atreiigth and weakuesB, hut his atrength 
was of the best, and his weakness 
harmed no one bnt l)im.self. An aj liule 
on this subject quoted from a Paris 
journal, iiiiiy iiiU-rcst your reafiers, and 
gives one a very alnu^iil^' account of 
Liszt's life in Jtoine iluiiug the jjontiti- 
cate of Pius IX. : 

"The familiar card of the Piinco.ss 
^ made one day a sudden sensation 
in social circles. It ran thus: 'Oome 
' ■and takt; :in ice willi iiih to-mori'ow 
■ 'evening. Wn shall iitar Lis/.t.' lAt-yX 
was the God of the hour. (ioanip wa.i 
busy with his friciulHlii|> for Mine-, de 
W. It was said that the lady hud e\- 
Bcted^'from the celebrated pianist the 
legitimate ratification of their afTeotion; 
that Li.'-zt, fiinitc a\(i.'-e to iiiairiagt', 
had interposed lietAvt'cii hi.s friend and 
himself tlie ohstacii' of lii.s sacred en- 
gagement to taUe iioly orders. Al! 
wonderiKl at the sudden investment of 
the artist witiii clerical vestments, and 
curiosity, not entirely divested of 
malice, was exciteil. 'Wo hhall hear 
Liszt r 

!Not one of the liidden gnesls f.iileil 
to accept tilt) iiiviiation ot l.he i'i-in 
cess X. Oltl KijiiiHU )),ttriciana, the 
foreign colonv, l'!!ii:;lii ii, Americana, 
the corp.s diplomai iijue, olKcors of the 
pontifical uriny, iiianv prelale.H ami 
even curdinuls, ^;aihereil in hor salon, 
hnppv for tlio |iroiiiiHi--d at;lraciioii, and 
jiromising theniselves tiie pleasure of 
hearing tiie iliiiHirioiiH pianisl and new 
abhe. Li:-zt, a|i|ierir. il. Thn long black 
lObe became well hi:) tall thin ligure. 
He wore it without embarrassment, 
■with that weary and a little haughty 
expression which really never left liim. 
He received with dignity homage 
of the lovely ladie.s, .'.alutini; them 
majestically scart^-ly d<-ii.'iiiii!,' I;; opi-ii 
his lips, and producing upon the spec- 
tators, especially upon the young and 
timid a feelinj; of awe. They found the 
atmosphere of the room imbued with 
his presence. The more courageous 
brought him cliaiiip!i|^ie and lemon ice, 
but their hands treiuMe l with iltjing 
it. One whispered as if in a church. 
One feared to disturb the repose of 
. the lion.' The evening advanced and 
atill the master had not apjiroiclied 
the grand Erard which stood ()|m ii for 
him. Tlie Princess .\. al hist ih-cided 
to solicit him to jiiay. The ;,'ue.-itH 
breathlessly awaitml the lio|)ed for 
pleasuie; thi-y placed tliemselves in 
the most favoiablc jjosition for hear- 
ing. The discreet murmur of conversa- 
tion stopped altogethsr. It was an 
hour of ecstscy. Bui Liszt had nerve; 
lie rcfuesJ to take his jilace nt the 
])iano. The Princess insisted; she re- 
minded him that III! had played at tlio 
Oolonna Palace, Why should be not 
play' here 1 ■ 

Liszt, cold and immovable, answer- 
.ed brieflv, 'I will not play.' 
■. The Princess w:is (le,-,|)rrat.e. Iler 
guests had been lirouyhl. here by a 
false hope. In (he iiiid.-i of the <,'eneral 
silence the colloquy became painful. A 
few charitable souls caroo to the res- 
cue; a prelate interfered. The master 
was obstinate. The pretti(>Ht women 
deluged him wiih el(ii]ueiit solieiia- 
and HUpi)licatiiii.' looks. All ed'orts fail- 
ed. The great spirit remaiiird cold, and 
ha declined in a lone cutting and in- 
cisive. All sod uotions were powerleas 
to move him. 

In the midst of the geiinal di.siiiay, 
a young lady excited and iiiiiaied like 
all the rest, rose and addressed in tliesi; 
terms the unfortuuiite mistress of the 
bodse, who sat upon thorns: 'Dear 
'PrinocBBj the master' has refuBed na 



the great lia]i))iiiess his prusenco made 
ua hope for. We cannot hear his divine 
harmonies ! iiut since our friends ex- 
pect music, I will, although very un- 
worthy, offer my modest assistance. I 
will go to the piano.' 

The stupefaction could not have been 
greater if 01 hail aeon the cupalo of 
St. Pel r's perfoim a fardango. The 
bonumhed audience watobed curiously 
the woman. She was an American, 
very gay, very daring, very witty, well 
known for her eccentricities, but a wo 
man of mind and real talent, and so 
young and [iretty that no one could lind 
fault with her. She gracefully unglov- 
ed her haiuls while the Princess niur- 
inured her asto'iished thanks, seized 
tha^arm of the first cavalier who prc;- 
sented him&olf, and went and seated 
herself on tin? piano stool. This scene 
attracted a wondering attention. Por a 
while every lio-.ly for;;ot Liszt for the 
beautiful eyes of her who took his 
place With the precision of an artiste, 
but the mischief ot a child, she preluil 
ed brilliantly. But the piece 1 Oh, the 
])iec ! It was a ])arody extra noisy of 
the most noisy coinpositions of Liszt, 
And what gave piipianey to the thing 
was that the e.\ecutaiUe iuiitatetl ex- 
actly the method of thi^ master. The 
notes vibrated nioi-e and more under 
her furious attacks; they growled angri 
Iv; tlie haiiils ran as if they were mad 
over tin; electrilietl keys. Soon it was 
not only the lingers but the list wdiicdi 
hammered tliu note, or ]ierliapa the arm 
and even tho elbow struck the ivory in 
burlesque chords. 

The American lady was no longer 
seated— she played standing, her eyes 
raised to heaven, the head turned up, 
rolling her glances, either swooning or 
madilenod, aliout the room, and sliak- 
ing herself like an evil 8|)irit, Finally, 
her hair, shaken aa if by a whirlwind, 
escaped from the comb and fell in a 
sheet about her shouhlers. She inter- 
rupted her play, raising htjrself with a 
gesture toward her forcheatl, exactly 
like the uiaster, then punting, exhaust- 
etl, laiil on witii all her force the last 
hoarse chords and let herself fall upon 
ho piano stool, apparently half faint- 
ing. The tabourpt broke with a groan, 
and at the same moment some of the 
strings of the piano cracked under the 
last pressure. 

Never shall 1 forget the ellecl of 
this joke, doubtful as it v,as on th.> 
whole. The guests forgot all decorum, 
they writhed with laughter, they held 
their sides, they wept. The thing was 
so unexpected, she was so droll that 
no one could check the gayety of this 
iinuiense aalon. The good Princess 
coulil only follow the title. And the 
master 1 lie grew wan, green and red 
by turns, and picked nervously at the 
buttons on his new cassock. Ho 
threv/ a wandering glance upon the 
audience. No ono tlarotl to lix his 
gaze u|)on hiiu; they were all well 
bieil but they 1.ul;Ii(hI aloud, although 
without malice or any idea of being in 
suiting or aggressive, Thus the Ahbt; 
was ena'-led to gain the door and glide 
uul without being perceived, 'J'lie les- 
son was a severe oiii^, 1 admit, but it 
has boriK^ fruil. Since then one ha.s 
rarely nei-ii tlie Abbi- l,is-/.t prolcct him- 
self too much from his admirers, A 
f;raci(ius and well-timed prayer has 
rarely fountl him deaf."

A paper written for . the Pall Mall Gaz- 
ette by Mr. John Norton, a New South 

WaluB labour (lolef;alo, ijivt'.'i u very clear 
ideu of Uio condition of things in Uiul 
ouluiiy under tliu baneful inlltiuncu of fruu 
trade. Mr. Norton's priiuuiy objoot ia 
to brinn to the attention of the Englioh 
{jBoplo a resolution passed last .Juno at a 
epocinl meeting of the Trades and Liibour 
Council of New South Wuloa, oxproasint' 
the fear that the Ooloniiil exhibition will 
create false ideiia concerning the progress 
and devolopmont of the colony. Mr. Nor- 
ton says that every department of trade 
and conimorce throughout Auatralasia is 
languishing;, but particularly in New 
South Wales and South AuBtralia, whore 
the labour market is in an absolutely 
congohlud statu. Last summer for many 
■weeks thiius.inds of workingmen congre- 
ftated in Sydney for the purpoae of urg- 
ing the government to find them employ- 
ment, and in consequenoe relief works 
■were started in the auburba, on which 
mechanics, with their wives and families, 
wore forced to accept pick and shovel 
•(vork, :it which few of (hum could earn as 
much us a pound a week. At limes the 
number ot unemployed has beconiu so 
great thai the governmant has had to ia- 
Bue free railway and steamboat paasea to 
enable them to aeok work in the country, 
At other times as many as SLIO have been 
housed in the p(dico Ijurracks, provided 
with blankets, and fed wit!i broad and 
cheese. And this, wo are told, has boon 
the normal statu uf the labour market in 
New South Wales during the past three 
yaara. In this connection it ia inter- 
(istiu^ til note what Mr. Nor- 
ton H;iy3 about tho action 
of the workingmen with regard to 
the free trade .policy of tho colony. In 
October last the Third International 
Trade Union Cungresa met in Sydney, 
all tbft Australaaian colonies being repre- 
eented by not fewer than 100 delegated. 
Scarcely a trade or calling exercised in 
the colonies was unrepresented, and on 
tho (luestioii of proleclum, which in Aus- 
tralia ia known as "erjconiMgemont to na- 
tive industries," the congress, with only 
iive dissent iciits, passed a resolution fav- 
oring that policy fur the whole Of Austral- 
asia. The arguments adduced are thus 
snmniari/.ed by iNLr. Norton : 

"Australia puaaoaces every natural re- 
source, and produces every species of raw 
material necessary tu the building up and 
Uevelopmout and support of a groat na- 
tion. Yet, notwithstanding her immense 
area and boundlesa reaouroes, her popu- 
lation does not affect that of London, and 
thero is but comparatively little shipping 
and :uj manufactories worthy of the name 
outside Victoria. This is due to the fact 
tluit Australia has boon in tho habit of ex- 
Dorting her raw material and ro importing 
it in the form of the manufactured article, 
instead of fostering her native indualriea 
by priitoctnig them from the over-stocked 
markets of the old world and of America, 
and manufacturing her own raw material. 
Australia ia neither sutiiciently populated 
nor Bufficiantly developed indastrially to 
be able to compete against older coun- 
tries. Protection has made America and 
Canada jjrosperous (although these coun- 
tries cannot be said t > be more advantage- 
ously aituated), while free trade ia keep- 
ing Australia far behind !in the industrial 
race." 

An interesting comparison is made be- 
tween protectionist Victoria and free 
trade New South Wales. The latter has 
three times tho area of the former, ia 
twice as old, and has coal and other 
mineral resouroeB which tho other has 
not, and yet Victoria is more prosperous 
in nearly every respect than her sister. 
She has a larger popalation and nearly 
throe times as niuoh land under cultiva- 
tion; she grows more wheat, oats, barley, 
hay, potatoes and other vegotabies, of 
which alio sends Now South Wales large 
supplies; she has uioru cattle, huraea and 
piga; and, above ail, she haa prosporoua 
industries and manufactures, of which 
Kew South Wales cannot boast. Not- 
withstanding the superior advantages of 
the latter, Vict iria lias nearly aa largo a 
shipping trade and mora miles of railway 
opened up. ller thriving towns are largo 
indui:lrial coiitrort, the population of 
which f;u- e.\OL-i'd tliuao of the I )wns of 
New .South Wale.i. In fact, only three 
provincial towna in tho latter have popu- 
lations e.vcoediiiy 15,1X10. These aignifi- 
cant facts havu convinced the working 
cla.TUoa of Australaaia that tho policy of 
"Biicourageinetit of native indubtries," or 
proteetion, ia the proper one, and they 
not only passed the resolution mentioned 
above, bulthoy have m:uie proteetion the 
chief plank in the trade unioniBt plat- 
form. All the other colonies, Mr. Nor- 
ton says, are now hastening to iniitaij the 
fiscal policy of Victoria, and it ia scarcely 
ij be wondered in view of the situation 
of affairs among them. 

THE LA IF'.S' MAJESTY. 

Tlio iTci nt i-iisi! rj( tuning and feathering 
in \'ane(iiivt-r is tin- Ihsl of tho kind that 
ban oi'cuii(mI in thifi jiroviiiee .sinciOHOM. 
Suoh a suuimaiy method of puuishiug pre- 
sumable crime dooH not say uiuoh for our 
adv-tnoea civili/.atiou. Grautiug that an 
outrage was couimittod there is u proper 
remedy for it. The law iH competent to 
deal with all Htich cases, and ih joalouH of 
its right to uticnd to ull m.-.tlfi-s coming 
within il.-i sjiliL-r.? uf action. No poH.iiblo 
fxoni.e can In- j^iveu iitr tlic urtion of tlioso 
who euteroii the iimiiisns of lh((iiianin 
questioii, Hirogiiliiig to thcniKelvca powcrH 
which are idoue cuntaiiKHl ill tho Klate. If 
this man wasi guilty of the charge brought 
against him, one which at once place,-) it.s 
pprpotrutor without the bounds of society, 
then tho worst punishment which 
could bo inflicted upon him would be 
to let him severely alone, to recognize him 
as a creature who has no claim to the re- 
spect and esteem of his fellow citizeiiR, in 
II word, to bo socially unrecognized. If 
Huch a proceeding an haii just taken iilac'ii 
in Viuiconvor wore allowed to go by without 
some a( t i 111 on the part of the authori- 
ties, it tho Ih m ciiizena did not frown 
down such unlawful proceedings, the 
majesty of the law would soon cease to 
be reoognizod and would bo auporsoded 
by that of "mob rule." Tho natural out- 
come of such a state of things would be 
an utter disregard for human life, and 
lynching with all its horrible conHi;i|i'oi)- 
ces would follow. Wo have already soon 
the result of this method of punishing 
crime in the "wild weak" of the United 
St,\to3, and tho introduction of such a 
system is not desired by tho peace-loving 
and law-abidin<i ciliKens of ihia country, 
it is to ba hoped that those who have 
been guilty of this outr'go, hajipily the 
first rooordodin tho annals of the province 
for «o long a period of time, will receive 
the iiuniHlMneiit they ho riohly;merlt, ai 
u warning to otliora that tha'i liw mush 
und will ba upheld at any uoat.

Our contemporary of tho Times ij un- 
fortunate in a parallel which ho draws — 
or trios to draw — in the cases of two de- 
feat-jd ministers, Mr. Duck and Mr. llett. 
The last named gentleman was um-eatud 
by petition; biit bo did not, as tho Times 
appeal to thipk) ■ resign the portfolio of 
attorney-general immediately. Quite the 
contrary. He held on like grim Death to 
tho portfolio until tho mooting of tho 
liouso, some months afterwar<l!i .

A servant before a nuvsler, a wit- 
neiH, pri.-ionor, potitioiier or defemhint 
beiore a judicial personage would acarcely 
dare to sivow himself wanting in thiacour 
tasy. Tliia mark of tatlo is not conrnied 
to 1 lu'in.'ielveB only, hot e\l,-iii!s itself In 
all foreign ollicial.-i and niiisii'r.H of ail 
ranks, ita absence or^tlisregard niarkiiig 
net alono discourloay but conlein iii ; and 
in China would be, very properly sn, t-m, 
resented and reprimanded. On (tie oihcr 
hand, a wordyj|dieoU8aioii, in which one 
of the partiea commences a coiling of his 
cue tightly on his head, may lie cms rii,-0 
and la actually lantaiiiwiinl lu n cli.dliMii'i- 
to light; and were one of the i';ink-3 -.-ii- 
gaged in this discuHsion a f.nui^uci-, 1 
should be of opinion he would bu jin uli d 
in going away or knocking hia adversary 
down.

Lima, (0.), Sept, 23.— Caldron & Mad- 
ison's uil well was struck by lightning at 
7 this morning,and the fira was oomnaanif, 
catod to 200,000 barrel tanks which burst- 

ed, and tho oil apruad over the .southern 
[lart of thu city, endangering thousands 
of dollars worth of property. Nicholson's 
largo tank, across the street from the 
above linn's woll, was also atruck and 
L'oOO barrels of oil wore consumed. At 
noon the fire was still raging, and it was 
beyond the power of the fire department 
to chock its progress. Mrs. Hondorson, 
standing in the doorway of her house, wiiu 
struck and killed. Oil well No. *J was 
ignited, but further damage was avoided 
by tearing down its rigging. 

ANOTUKR AUliOLlNT. 

This morning at 7 o'clock the city was 
startled with u t-jrrilic clap of thunder. 
In a .''ew moments black clouds of smoke 
were seen rolling up from one of tho oil 
wells on the Brothertun land. The tire 
at once communicated with the tank, and 
in a few minutes all was on fire. At the 
same time the gas In the tank, liOO yards 
west, ignited. The well, all the machin- 
ery, tanks, and about 2-100 barrels of oil, 
were consumed. At one o'clock the dor- 
rick at tho oil well waa struck, conauming 
the ontiro structure, machinery, tanks 
and I'JOU barrels of oil. This woll is ad- 
juiiig tho gas work.s, which at one t'lne 
was in great danger, bat the gas works 
and all the machinery connected thote 
were saved. The railroad bridge was on 
lire several times, caused by the oil run- 
ning down, but it was saved without much 
dannige. About that time, high columns 
uf tdack smoke were seen southeast from 
the city. 'J'he live wells reported to have 
been (,t ruck by lightning are: Holmes' 
No. L', Sharkey's, McLaiie's, Ifolmoa' and 
Uowiuan'a. llaiu haa been falling in tor- 
rents. The thunder afld lightning ex 
ceeded anything of the kind ever known 
here. Tho loss to the oil men thus far is 
estimated at SL'.'i.lXK). 

Mii.WAL'KKK, Sopt. "j;!. — At Madison, 
Wisconsin, a heavy h.iil storm passed over 
tho city and surrounding country thi.s 
morning, riddling the tobacco leaves in 
many of the fields that had remained un- 
harvested. Some of the stones picked up 
ikt the Washburn conservatory measured 
S inches in circiunforence. Shade trees 
were badly damaged. Hundreds of 
birds were killed, and about 8000 panes 
of glass were smashed, chielly in green- 
houses and photograph studios. The 
Btorm's approach waa heralded by heavy 
rumbling sounds and intense heat, and 
fears of a tornado were so general that 
hundreds uf poojile fled to their cellars. 

Soi rii Uknh, (Ind ), Sopt. 2;!. — AInioat 
every pane of glass in ths city was des- 
troyed yesterday by tho hoavieai hail 
storm ever kiuiwn in this section of the 
state. In one manufacturing hoUBB alone 
7tJ0i) iiaiioH of glass were broken. Awn- 
ings .and roufa were ruined and horses 
staniiH'ded by the dozen. A panic en- 
sued in tlie Nurthern Indiana Fair which 
was in pri'gresui, at the time, and 10,0(''J 
people 1 rampled over one another in a 
mud rush for a places of helter. Fortun- 
ately no one waa aerioualy'lnjured. The 
entire fruit crop of the county was ruined 
and the damage will amount 1 1 thousands 
of dollars. Many of the hailstones were 
as large as luarblex, and the duration of 
tho storm wus twenty minutes.

tactics. T\\t ex-premier ia in good health 
and tolerable apirita, but ho has h st all 
tho aggrosaiveneas that characterised hia 
demeanor immediately before the dissolu- 
tion. Thoro was a tone uf mingled des- 
pondency and dejection in hia speech. 
This arose, no doubt, from the conscious- 
ness that be cannot continue the warfare 
much longer. He evidently lookn for the 
conservatives having a moderately long 
term of ofiice, and by the tinio another 
change takes place he may not ba ablu to 
join in it. This is the iaipresaion that 
his demeanor gives to his friends as well 
as to oasual observers. There was a ttraiu 
of sadness in 'his observations that the 
verdict of the country was unquostionablv 
adverse to home rule, which was not less- 
ened by his declaration that tho voting 
had not changed his convictions or weak- 
ened his interest inthecause. Oatheriiig 
up the views that float about in political 
society, and'^making due allowance for 
party zeal on one side and pivly dcapon- 
denoy end desperation on the ? llicr, the 
balance of opinion seenia to bo ih .t L ird 
Salisbury and his colleagues, if ituy 
manage moderately well, will retain thoir 
places fur some years, and that pari ianiei.t 
may have a

than was originally assigned to it. While 
the cabinet iutenJa to institute elaborate 
inquiries into Irish grievances and ditli- 
uulties, they mean to administer the law 
with firmness. It is possible that this 
flrmaess maybe driven too far, and produce 
a reaction, .^at if it be not, it may be 
mere effective mprootioe, and it certainly is 
much less objectionable in theory, than tho 
old plan of auspeuding coDstitutional liber- 
ties aud imprisoning men without triul. 
Tbe commissions that are to bo issued are 
to bo of a very comprehenaive character. 
The uationalista aro to be invited lo join 
them, or to suggest aa iiiiimbors tboso pos- 
aesaed of their conlidenee. 

I have read Mr. G-lud.stoue's piuapblct 
with somewhat mixed feeiiugs. U« Las 
often issued publications of tbe kind before, 
some of them have produced a great effect, 
aud some none. The pamphlet about the 
Irish ohuroh was snoceBBful, but tliat ahont 
the Vatican was a failure. His "Bulgarian 
Atrocities" largely coutribulod to tho over- 
throw of Lord Beacoustield'H govtriiinciil, 
but whether tho ](ubliculiou just iHsueilwill 
have the samo ofl'cct upon Lord Salisbury's 
is more than doubtful. Mr. (Jrliulalone is u 
far better talker than hois a writer. 

Tbe position of Mr. Montagu Corry, 
known in these latter days as 

LOUD KOWrON 

ia a very peculiar one. Mr. Disraeli had 
a strong poraonal utl'ection for hia young 
secretary, which increnaed iu the closing 
daya of hia life. Il ia ea.sy for those who 
know Lord Rowtoii to understand that 
when hia first groat patron died, the 
quQon, equally altractod, should havo ad- 
mitted him ill flomoreapocti to tho revor- 
aion of tho poflitioii held by Lord Ilea- 
coiiBfiold. Lord Rowtoii is, iijfact, at the 
present moment tho (jueen'a conlidouliul 
political agent. Through him sho loams 
all about the inner life uf politics, and 
through him sho usually communicates 
with statesmen and politiciauB. At the 
last ministerial crisis, as happonod at tho 
two preceding it, tho ueivspapur reuder 
could not fail to observe how suddenly 
the name of Lord Rowton began to ap- 
pear in paragraphs relating to ministerial 
and cx ministerial mevemoiits, - Lord 
Rowton haa in charge tl.o i)rep:iration of 
tho "Lifo of Lord Beaconalii'ld ," with 
which, I believe, ho ia very little ud- 
vancod. He could write, aud possibly is 
writing, another book, which would upon 
the eyes of posterity as to the socret 
movements of politics in this latter Vic- 
torian era.

So, at louot, thoy 
say now, and iioxt uusaioti thoy will try 
to convert words into action.

A PICTURE OP llNOEROROUilb LIFE IN tHE 

Realm op Kmc Leopold. 

Clmilerot Rorua IfiUuattiollo. 

A young umuarried }?irl of 1 7 said 
in reply to questious: -'My work in the 
coalpita begins at 5 o'clock iu tho 
morning and ends between 9 and 11 at 
night. 1 load from sixty to seventy 
cars every day, and .1 earn 2 francs 
(20d.) a day. I went j^egularly to school 
from my uightli to my Iwelftli year. I 
could read oiu.d l)Ut I have forgotten it 
all now. Pit. work oujjht to he prohibit- 
ed for girln." 

Upon being jjreased more closely hy 
the president, she said it ruined itho 
morals of every good looking; girl. "Tlio 
overseer bribes the i)rettiL'st girl.s by 
giving them the best jiaid work." 

A married wonuin .said; "Tbe week 
before last my hu.sband earned i;» 
francs (1 Is.) lie had never earned a 
larger uum in a week. It is impossible 
for us to live uport such a wage. When 
f have bought our food .ind^ tiring the 
whole wage i.s Hjieiit; it i.s not enough 
to cover rent and clothing." 

The niotliei- of a fiiiiiily repliod: "J 
scarcely kuo-.v the ta.ste of moat." 

Another young girl .said that her 
working day in the pi is began at -U or 
f) a. w. and tlosi'd at 1 1 ]). m., for 
wliicli hIio received 1 franc 50 centimes 
(l.s. li.s. ) Nearly all the girl.s volunteer' 
( il, in almost tho s.-uiie wol'd.s, the em- 
phatic J tatenienl, "LiirLs ought not to 
bn allowed to work in the pits;" and 
they were unanimous in their coin 
plaint of the temiitatiou.s ])Ut in tlu'ir 
way by the oversoc'r.s. 

The [)re.sideiit asked each of them: 
"What nouri.shment do you havel Do 
yo'i often take meat?" 

One girl replied: "Three months ago 
we had some meat on our table; 1 have 
never tasted any since." 

Another said; "I take a bottle of 
water with the fruit every morning; 1 
cannot afford collee," 

The president asked au old workman 
who had spent his life in the pits why 
no elfort bad been made hy him to 
bring their condition before the notice 
of the public. 

"I would gladly have given evi- 
dence," said he, "but I knew that J 
should be dismissed if I told any .story 
about the workr>. i\Iy coiiiriiiles have 
urged me to speak for tbeiu, as I have 
liad so long an experience. But I was 
afraid to do it." 

His present wages are "2 francs a day 
(Is. 8d). When he was younger and 
stronger he used to earn the sum of 2 
francs .^0 centiine.s a day. 

The president inquired if the work- 
ers found regular wa£;es or piece work 
more profitable. 

"The day wage is miserabli?," said 
the old man, "but piece work is no bet- 
ter, for if the over.seers Hnd that a man 
narn^i more by pieiie work, the terms 
are at once lowered." 

One of the working-class leaders 
who was examined at great length by 
the president and comnii8.sionerH, de- 
nied that the work folk were SocialiHt 
revolutionaries. They will follow any 
leader in their despair, but their own 
actual demands are very simple. The 
president asked him to formulate as 
shortly as possiblo the real programme 
desired by the workingmen and women 
in the pits. 

Spe&king of the employment of 
children, he said: "We want thfi work 
day for children limited to eight hours, 
and their wage.s li.xed a.s follows: Ohild- 
c'ren of 12 to 13 years, 1 franc 20 cen- 
times a day of eight hours; from 13 to 
15 years, 1 franc 60 centimes; 15 to 17 
year.s, 2 francs. 

The president— Then you would not 
abolish child labor! 

"Wo would noL aijoli.ili familie.s. My 
family consists of nine persona, only 
three of us earning anything. We have 
to keep six who are not earners. The 
united yearly income of the tiiree of 
us who are workers is 1,500 francs." 

The president asked if they would 
not like their (■hihlren to go to school 
after the twelfth year. 

"No," rej)lied the workman; it is not 
possible for the parents to wait until a 
long school term is ended, as the fam- 
ily need the wages of the elder cliihl- 
ren. Wo have not only to keep our 
young children, but also our old peoj)!! 
After his tiftietii year a man can earn 
little in the pits, and is usually dismi.s 
sed." 

This speaker — whom, the workers 
wero particularly anxious to have ex 
amincd, as he is in good repute both as 
a wovknmn and an orator- -told the 

coinmisRsoners that the arerago week- 
ly wages of th(i head of the houseliohl 
in I'lill work is froiii twelvt! to fou'\,('i'n 
francs, "I iH'ud not say that a fainily 
caiuiot live ujion that; the wife must 
work when she can, the children as 
soon as they can." 

A married woma)>, who has been a 
worker in the coal pit, .said: "1 am the 
mother of six child ron, We are very 
])oor; linL 1 would rather Hlarvn than 
that one of my girls should go to work 
in the pits. The overseers use all t'le 
raeiTis in their power to ruin the girls. 
If nothing else Hucceeds, they will put 
a timid young girl to work in a hoH- 
tary ))lac() until nhi? is terrified." 

When she aisked what wage her fam- 
ily earned, see replied that her husband 
had thirteen francs a week, and one uf 

^her sons eighty centinies a day. 

' To the (piestion as to thu food of 
tho family, she said; Every Sunday 
and TliurHdry 1 buy a pound of meat, 
on all th(! otluM' days we live on pota- 
toes and bread.
